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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered, however, they are not persuasive. The applicant argues that Wilson does not teach a dynamic change of the tab indicators. 
The examiner respectfully points out that the language of the claims as presently recited do not explicitly recite the DYNAMIC change of 
tab indicators. The claims recite "means for determining an event which upon occurrence of the event superimpose a message indicator 
over one of the indicator tabs causing a second functionality of said indicator tabs". Wilson teaches that the tabs of the GUI has two 
functionalities, or purposes: the tabs have a first functionality of displaying related property pages and a second functionality of 
displaying sub-category fields if the tabs have message indicators superimposed on them indicating the occurrence of the event of the 
tab having related sub-categories, as recited in column 2, lines 15-28, column 5, lines 26-41, column 6, line 67-column 7, line 35 and 
further shown in Figures 2 and 3. The examiner respectfully maintains that Oran and Wilson teach the claimed limitations. The 
applicant's arguments have not placed the application in condition for allowance and therefore, the claims remain finally rejected 
according to the office action dated 10/14/05. 
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
